PEACE  PACT  nt  iOOTH  ABIERICA 


A  notable  step  towards  intematkmal  concord 
in  South  America  was  talcen  on  October  10,  when 

six  Latin  American  republics  entered  Into  an 
agreement  sln;illar  to  the  Brland -Kellogg  pact. 
The  contracting  parties  were  ArgenUna.  Brasil. 
Chile,  Paraguay,  Mexico  and  Uruguay.  Adher- 
ents to  the  agreement  condemned  aggressive 
war  and  pled^ged  themselves  not  to  recognise 
territorial  acquisitions  gained  by  force.  In  the 
event  of  a  dispute  between  the  contracting  par- 
ties the  others  pledged  themselves  to  take  a 
Joint  stand  to  effect  peace  by  legal  means.  The 
participation  of  Paraguay  in  the  pact  is  expected 
to  lead  to  an  early  settlement  of  the  conflict  be- 
tween that  country  and  Bolivia.  A  trade  treaty 
between  Brazil  and  Argentina,  that  has  Just  been 
signed,  will  likely  be  followed  by  other  such  ar- 
rangements. South  America  ha.s  had  a  sorry 
record  of  petty  Jealousies,  boundary  disputes  and 
ffPffiff**"*'  wars.    The  new  mutualities  should 


tend  to  cement  the  republics  into  a  semblance 
laa^ated  by  the  fa^'Wt  I  at  least  of  the  s^ldartti:  which  l*  th*  ideal  of

Dr.  J.  Orey,  a  leading  experimental  zoologist, 
says  that  biology  provides  not  one  shred  of  ob- 
servational etldence  to  support  the  spontaneous 
origin  of  living  matter  in  the  world  today.  Some 
biologists  assume  that  in  past  ages,  events  which 
are  now  very  improbable  were  of  quite  frequent 
occurrence,  and  on  this  theory  they  postulate 
the  spontaneous  origin  of  intermediate  stages 
between  the  living  and  the  inanimate  worlds. 
Dr.  Grey  .says  that  Bclontl.sts  cannot  accept  this 
Statement  without  some  assuranee  M  to  what 
was  the  nati^re  ct  the  conditions  which  made 
the  origin  of  life  inevitable  or  even  probable. 
He  admits  that  the  distribution  of  energy  and 
mailer  In  past  epoehs  may  have  been  different 
to  what  it  Is  today,  but  says  that.  If  such  condi- 
tions produced  the  living  organism,  "is  it  not 
strange  that  every  attempt  to  reproduce  them  hi 
the  laboratory  has  ooBBidetely  faned?"  Then 
he  goes  on  to  say: 

"We  can  pat  the  facts  In  another  Way.  WltlUn 
the  physical  world  all  sy.stems  appear  to  move 
towards  the  state  of  greatest  probability,  and 
the  events  that  take  place  within  a  dynamic 
system  are  those  which  tend  to  destroy  structure 
and  not  those  which  elaborate  It.  Is  there  any 
evidence  which  suggests  that,  within  the  phy- 
sical world,  a  dynamic  machine  has  spontane- 
ously come  into  existence?  That  sucii  an  event 
might  happen  is  true,  but  l\^s  It.  In  point  of  fact, 
ever  occurred  under  the  observation  of  man- 
kind? Unless  a  positive  answer  can  be  given  to 
this  question,  the  belief  in  the  spontaneous  origin 
of  living  matter  seems  to  be  a  negation  of  the 
princlplee  which  underlie  scientific  thought.  I 
am  Inclined  to  think  that  the  intrinsic  proper- 
ties of  living  matter  are  as  mysterious  and  as 
fundamental  as  the  Intrinsic  properties  of  the 
molecule  of  a  radio-active  substance;  when  the 
physicist  can  teU  us  why  one  particular  molecule 
explodes  aoMl  why  another  goes  on  existing.  I 

venture  to  think  that  we  can  begin  to  Consider 
the  possibility  of  defining  the  fundamental  prop- 
erties, of  Uvhig  protoplasm  hi  phjrslcal  terms." 

Dr.  Oray  then  quotes  Professor  Niels  Bohr  as 
follows:  "The  existence  of  life  must  be  considered 
ae  an  elementary  fact  that  eeniMt  be  txplained, 
but  mu.st  be  taken  as  a  starting  point  in  biology, 
in  a  similar  way  as  the  quantum  of  action,  which 
appears  as  an  hratlonal  element  from  the  point 
of  view  of  cla.ulcal  mechanical  physics,  taken 
together  with  the  existence  of  elementary  par- 
tleleik  tcrtti  the  foaadAtloQ  of  atomic  physics."

Putty  as 
dangerous  and  even  less  excusable 
is  tlie  eourse  pursued  by  some  pro- 
fessors m  Canadian  universities  in 
preaching  Soclaltsm,  without  check 
or  hindrance  on  the  part  of  those 
who  employ  them.  There  have  been 
a  number  of  very  striking  examples 
a(  this,  especially  among  the  young 
er  men  on  unlveraUy  starfs  in  East 
em  Canada,  and  it  is  a  very  moot 
question  as  to  whether  men  holding 
and    expressing    the    opinions  to 
which   they  give  utterance  from 
time  to  time  should  be  entrusted 
with  the  responsibility  of  lilgher 
education  in  any  of  its  liranches 
To  this  aspect  of  the  situation 
Father  Bryan  has  made  no  refer 
ence.  but  in  what  he  has  said  he  has 
given  the  public  sound  counsel  and 
safe  guidance,  and  It  Ls  very  much 
to  bo  hoped  that  hLs  word  will  be 
taken    to     heart     by  rhurrhmen. 
statesmen  and  ttie  .so-railed  average 
citizen.    Some  special  stress  may  be 
laid,  perhaps,  upon  the  inclusion  of 
organised   labor,  but   among  this 
class  the  Socialist  propagandists 
seem  to  have  aseomplished  the  mia- 
tioa  upon  wMeh  they  embaifeed."

For  sooBS  yean  I  liava  watdMd 
tax  sales  and  have  had  some  ex- 
perience with  property  boog^  at 
ttiem  I  have  been  foroed  to  tlie 
conclusion  that  they  are  about  the 
last  thing  In  highway  robbery, 
though  legalized  with  such  govern- 
ing machinery  as  we  have  got.  At 
his  best.  tJie  tax  collector,  who  gen- 
erally makes  a  very  poor  auctioneer, 
knows  nothing  more  of  the  prop- 
erty than  simply  a  book  entry.

OPENING  NO  TRUMP  BIDS 

The  opening  bid  of  one  no  trump 
Is  unquestionably  the  moat  undesir- 
able call  that  may  be  made  and  yet 
it  is  an  easential  bid  in  contract. 
Hands  containing  about  three  honor - 
tricks  divided  in  three  .suits  Justify 
an  opening  bid  of  one  no  trump,  not 
vulnerable  but  when  vulnerable  an 
o(xnlng  no  trump  bid  dLsclcwes  a 
hand  with  a  minimum  of  four 
honor  -  -tricks.  In  both  cases, 
whether  vulnerable  or  not  vulner- 
able, aa  opening  no  trump  bid  im- 
plies that  the  hand  contains  no  bid- 
dable suit  and  strongly  infers  that  It 
does  not  even  have  p.  shaded  bid- 
dable suit  which  could  be  shown  In 
preference.  Tills  explains  why  the 
openmg  no  trump  bid  Is  considered 
contract'*  weakest  opening  rnii  The 
very  fact  that  a  no  trump  bid  has 
been  made  Implies  In  itself  unfavor- 
able distribution— that  Li.  the  prob- 
ablUly  that  great  difBculty  wiU  be 
experlenoad  la  developing  low  cards 
as  trick  winners.  The  bid  shoukl 
be  used  rarely  Ftr  instance,  with 
a  4-4-4-1  dLstrlbutton.  any  non-bid- 
dable four-card  minor  .suit  headed 
by  the  ace-10,  king- 10  or  queen- 
knave  should  be  .shown  In  preference 
to  one  no  trump  Equally,  when 
vulnerable,  wit.h  an  honor  holding 
.sufflcient  to  Justify  an  opening  suit 
bid.  but  leas  than  tha  four  honor- 
tricks  nooaasary  to  JtiaUfy  tha  ao 
tnuapopaalag.  a  ahadad  autt  should 
be  Md  ta  prrtaianua.  BoMlag 


Tlie  ba.slc  objection  to  the  open- 
ing no  trump  bid  is  that,  in  the  first 
place.  U  fails  to  give  Infcrmatton  as 
to  one  of  tha  most  Important  fea- 
tures of  any  hand— namdy.  Its  dis- 
tribution. A  second  objection  Is  t;  i' 
any  response  partner  may  make  to 
an  opening  bid  of  no  trump  Ls  al- 
ready at  the  range  of  two.  wlilch 
may  quite  oonoolvmbly  bo  far  too 
high. 

However,  undesirable  as  opening 
no  trump  bids  undoubtedly  are, 
there  arc  hands  which  do  not  offer 
a  reasonable  altaraaUve  bid.  aiul 
those  with  the  necessary  honor 
strength  must  be  opened  with  a  bid 
of  one  no  trump,  it  therefore,  clearly 
follows  that  an  opening  bid  of  one 
no  trump  generally  denl(«  a  bid- 
dable suit  in  the  hand  and  that 
such  a  bid  merely  .shows  fair  strength 
di.strlbuted  4-3-3-3  or  4-4-3-2.  Ex- 
amples of  sound  opening  one  ao 
txump  Mda,  aot  vufawrable,  ai«:
